A Kentucky man is to get a penucn 


for .t baraed heel Stephen A. Harper 
cnhirted early in the war in Company 
A, Third Kentucky infautiy.

attacked with typhoid fever and sent to 
the hospital While in bed, nnconscioos 
of what was going on around him, some 
attendant discovered that his feet were 
cold and thought they should be wanned. 
He went c.c: and got a large stone ami, 
after heating it, pot it in bed at the sick 
man's feet. He had miscalculated the 
temperature of the stone, and it proved 
so hot that it set the bedclothes on fire, 
and before the iirecoiiid be extinguished 
the left heel of Mr. Harper was bnmed 
to a crisp. The soldier recovered from 
his fever and was afterward honorably 
discharged. 


Along in 1891 it occurred to him that,

VACANT ARMY CHAPLAINCY. 


Tbrco Hundred Clercmuu Hav» Applied 


For the Flan. 


Three hundred ministers in the coun- 


try have been attracted by a vacancy ex- 
isting in the grade of chaplain in th« 
army and have applied for the appoint- 
ment. The place carries with it fair 
pay, the rank of captain and no very 
hard duties. Chaplains have to buy no 
expensive uniforms and usually get de- 
sirable stations. Some of them give the 
authorities trouble, however, and there 
are a nnm her of instances of courts mar- 
tial of this class for various offense* 
against the army regulations. Secretary 
Alger believes that there should be 
some age limit for the appointment of 
chaplains and has settled on 38 years as 
& fair one. None of the candidates, 
therefore, older than 88 can hope to be 
selected. Previously no attention baa 
been paid to this point. 


The chaplains in the army are not as 


a rule the healthiest set of commissioned 
officers, and this is said to be due to the 
fact- that; no physical examinations for 
appointment have been required. 
.Not 


long ago a chaplain 7'as appointed and 
confirmed, and when ordered to duty it 
v*:is diirCTprtd jhat he was a paralytic. 
Chaplains are admitted to be necessary 
to the army, but the authorities ar«> 
Tveary of having in the service a num- 
tc-r of roeii frequently cot physically 
capable of performing tbuir uutiflu. Sec- 
retary Alger will probably provide that 
the ciati be selects shall undergo a 
physical examination before being ap 
pointed.—Xt-vv York Sun.

His name 
ts A. B. Irving. 


One day soon after Lincoln's call for 


300,000 more uitu Irving, then a yonng 
man, 
\T39 on his way to Defiance, O., 


from Fort Wayue for the purpose of 
fiugiiiR at a political and loyal meeting. 
Hu had considerable reputation as u 
composer aud sieger and the Republic- 
ans had asked him to come and help 
them. On the way he read the poem 
•which had jnst been published. Irving 
studied it, formulated a tune, hummed 
ii aud got the rhythm, and that evening 
at the Defiance meeting he sang the 
song for the first time. When he had 
finished and the last echoes had died 
away, men mounted their chairs with 
wild enthusiasm, swung their hats and 
tiroke loose ia cheers that rang with 
feeling. He sang it again and again 
and they would scarcely let him rest. 


The next night he sang the song at 


Fort Wayne and again aroused the same 
enthn&iasui. He wrote ont the music 
and sent it to the publisher who had 
bandied what he had composed, with 
instructions to publish it on his usual 
terms of royalty. It was published and 
inside of a month more than 40,000 
copies had been sold. In a few days the 
publisher failed, and Irving never re- 
ceived a dollar. — Exchange.

CAMPAIQM Jjr CHICAGO 


According to reports in Chicago 


Republican newspapers the campaign 
of Mark A Hanna for the Ohio sen- 
atorahlp has been temporarily re- 
moved to this city, which has be- 
come the seat of war. The fate of 
the Ohio Republican factions in their 
Internecine war is to be settled in 
Uhicago 


It is admitted that the condition 


of the Republicans in Ohio is as 
nearly desperate as possible. And it 
is remarkable that Hanna—who was 
the master and leader of the fiepnb 
lican presidential campaign last year 
—is the heaviest burden that the Re- 
publicans of Ohio have to carry this 
year 


It is believed that, if the Repu&li- 


cans shall carry Ohio on all other 
issues, they will lose the legislature, 
which is to choose a United States 
senator In place of Hanna. The 
name of Hanna, which was one to 
conjure with a year ago, is now the 
"hoodoo" of the Republicans in Mc- 
Einley's own state. 


The particular story in regard to 


tne work of Hanna's campaign in 
Chicago is to the effect that the Re- 
publican "leagues" must be worked 
for Hanna's benefit. A principal of- 
ficer of the "league" resides tn Ohlea- 
go and this city is the headquarters 
of the league. Th* Ohio sections of 
the league are not in line for Hanna. 
They must be brought into subjec- 
tion by the orders of their superior 
officers in Chicago. 


The Republican league, as a matter 


of fact, is an organisation of politi- 
cians who are in polities mainly to 
find out what there is in it for them.

stocks is due partly to the increased 
business of the granifr railways, due to 
tbe extraordinary foreign demand for 
our wheat and partly to the belief that 
the new tariff law will revive business.

promptly followed by (2) a general in 
crease of •«• iges. Just at present the 
tendency of genera! pnces is still down 
ward, and it would probably be no ex 
aggeration to say that not a business 
firm in the United States has increased 
wages since the election 


On the other hand, the reduction in 


wages has been bteady and continuous 
Th« fetv mills that have opened np 
have done so on lower wages, and tbe 
cutting down is still going on It is no- 
toriously true that the miners are not 
striking for fair wages, but for wages 
that will keep them and their families 
from starving 
Tho=e v ho fail to con 


sider and weigh these things cannot 
have a clear conception of tbe situation 


Meanwhile it is worthy of note that, 


simultaneously with tbe clamor of the 
gold organs over the return of prosperi 
ty, the most thoughtful Republicans arn 
taking pa.ns to show that, low as v, ages 
are, we cannot have a revival of Imsi 
ness on a safe basis until there is a still 
further reduction 


These arguments in favor of lower 


wages are addressed to thoughtful busi 
nesa men. They are to be found in the

Military academy are entitled to all va- 
cancies occurring during the year pre 


ing their gradoation. 
When tbe va- 


oaucips exceed tbe number of the grada- 
atiug class, meritonons enlisted man 
who past tbe required examinations 
are entitled to promotion to tbe grade 
of second lieutenant, and, following 
this class, the president may appoint 
young meu from cml life to tbe re- 
maining vacancies. Tbe practice has 
been to promote a limited number of 
enlisted men every year after the as- 
signment of the graduates and tbe ab- 
sorption of those who were assigned as 
"additional." This was done for tbe 
commendable purpose of drawing to tbe 
army young men of education and char- 
acter, possessed of military spirit and 
who could reach a commission only 
through service in the ranks. During 
the past two years, however, an unusu- 
ally large number of euhoted men were 
given commissions, no loss than 10 hav- 
ing been commissioned since Feb 1 and 
most of them since Secretary Alger as- 
sumed direction of the war department. 
Tbe resnlt of this questionable policy is 
that the entire 07 members of the class 
of 1697 of the Military academy bad to 
bo assigned as "additional." 


There is a special feature connected 


with tbe recent appointment of so many 
enlisted men to the grade of second lieu- 
tenant which deserves notice, and which 
should receive the attention of congress. 
The law makes young men who have 
served for two years m me ranks eligi- 
ble to promotion to the grade of second 


nt^ant. This p«hud is t«x> bhjrt, be- 


ing only one-half that required of the 
young man who is appointed to the mil- 
itary academy. In selecting from the 
ranks for promotion it was the inten- 
tion of the law that selections should be 
made from those who exhibit the high- 
est soldierly qualities and who have had 
the test of two years' actual experience 
in all the duties and requirements of 
the ranks. In other words, the men se- 
lected as candidates for promotion are 
supposed to bo representative enhsted, 
men and typical soldiers. Instead of 
this rtsle prevailing the selections are 
made in many instances through favor- 
itism and nepotism of the most flagrant 
character. There is scarcely a white 
regiment in the army that baa not to- 
day one or more sons or brothers of 
officers of the army who have enlisted 
tor a commission and with the absolute 
certainty of obtaining :t if the present 
abuse is continued in connection with 
tne belection of enlisted men for promo- 
tion. These young men, instead of beug 
assigned to real military duty, are, in 
the first place, sent to companies and 
regiments chosen by their army rela- 
tives and commuted to tne special care 
of friendly company officers, and, in the 
second place, upon reporting for duty 
they are detailed to perform clerical 
work, made teachers of post schools or 
given duty of Mich character that will 
furnish them abundant opportunity lor 
study without bun$? snbjoc*i,d to tl.e 
vicissitudes of oridiiarj nulirar\ strv 
ice lion are now serving in this way 
in companies of which their brothers 
are commissioned offiw rs and «ous of
